COST OF THE COMMISSION 


F 


EW people have any conception of the cost, to the 


public and to individuals, of the President's commia- 


aion, now sitting In Philadelphia to take evidence In re- 
Card to the coal strike. Congress has made an appropria- 
tion for the salaries of the commissioners, but there are 
other expenses that will amount to more. There is hall 
Tent, light and heat to be paid for. Some one must pay the 
•expenses of the witnesses called by the various parties to 
the controversy, and more than 400 of them have already 
been heard. The details of the hearing swell the cost and 
the expense of keeping the rcords amount to $700 per day. 
The cost to operators and union has already reached >25, • 
000. and the total cost of the stenographic and typewrit- 
ten reports, it Is claimed, will be in excess of 140,000. A 
Washington firm has the contract, and the operators are 
paying the lion's share, as they require forty-eight com- 
plete reports each day. A majority of the big companies 
have contracted for three copies dally, one for the presl- 
•dent, one for the general solicitor, and a third for the at- 
torney appearing b»fore the commission. Three short- 
hand writers who are noted for speed and accuracy are 
'continuously engaged and they read their notes to three 
typewriters who are marvelous of speed. The duplicate 
•copies of the testimony are produced by the neostyle pro- 
cess, as the testimony Is so voluminous that it could not 
be set up In type complete until the following morning 
and It is necessary that the attorneys should have thpm 
on the evening of the same day for reference in mapping 
out their woik for the next day. 


One cf the stenographers, a member of the firm *.o 


•which the contract was given, is said to receive J50 a day 
for his personal services, one of his two subordinates Is 
paid S-0 a d.iy. and the pay of the third is slightly less. 


About 7,0n» typewritten pages of testimony have been 


taken down, and allowing three hundred vtords to the page 
ovei i.Oi'0,000 \\onis have been recorded and duplicated 
some Uity-t-itsht times. The contract is said to be the 
laipesi of it* kind over undertaken in this country. Thf> 
cost to the i-nniD.nii'-s is said to vary from $22.50 to $100 
per daj, iinoidiiiK 1° lh'' number of reports furnished.

sembly In his inaugural message: 


"Sensational Journals have arisen all over the land. 


the owners in concealment and the writers and the pur- 
veyors undeslgnated, and they have thriven by propagat- 
ing crime and dissemlnnatlng falsehood and scandal by 
promulgating - ssenslon and anarchy, by attacks upon in- 
dividuals and by assaults upon government and the agen- 
cies of the people. It would be helpful and profitable to 
reputable journalism If they could be suppressed. I sug- 
gest for the consideration of the legislature whether or 
not It would be well to extend to such cases the law of 
negligence as developed by the decisions of our courts 
so that there should be liability In damages for the physi- 
cal and mental suffering caused by publications made 
without 'reasonable care.' I further suggest ,an Inquiry 
as to the propriety of requiring the names and residences 
of the owners of newspapers to be published with each Is- 
sue." 


Pennsylvania may feel sore over newspaper attacks on 


account of Quay and the coalstrike, as well as various 
municipal and bank scandals but that will not warrant 
holding newspapers to'anymore strict accountability. In 
only a few States can a newspaper recover from a man 
who furnishes false information. A New York newspaper 
tried last summer to secure a warrant against a Kansas 
man for furnishing llbelous statements, which It Innocently 
published and the authorities refused to Issue it.
